I. Ib:*Qpaganda involves two aapectsi (1) the disseoinatlon of u. s. infoxmtion 
to fcreign countries in the interests of ihs U. S. and (2) the coUeetlon and analysis 
of propaganda prosi0.gated from one foreign country to other countries, IndLuding the U.S. 

The foraer id.S8ion involve functions listed in Tab D| it la operational in 
ohaz«cter and as such has no place in the int^ligence field. Durir^ the ear, when 
military oonaiderations superseded all othexv. It was logical to have peydiologloal 
warfare aotlvi1d.es oloseLy coordinated with military operations. In peace time civil 
(dlpLomatio) functions become paramount end psydiologlcal aotlvitiae ahould be closely 
coordinated with the State Department j therefore, no active juiydhhlogieel warfiare 
activity# except for timlning, idiould edet in the War Departm®t during the peace 
period . 


Beferenee the second mission above. It is believed that in peace tl^ a 
propagaixla brandi for collection Is unnecessary. Propaganda in pea<» is promulgated hy 
means of radio, newspapers (or other publicetLons ) auid sometimes tbrou^ secret methods. 
Fr<»a the vieepoint of collection, this metezlel can be gathered by our existing collect- 
ing agaicies. Hie study of this raterial for intelligence purposes is properly a function 
of the intelllgeiMre 

2. It is ^erefore re<x>smended that the Propaganda Branch as now instituted be 
deactivated, but that elooents be preserved and transferred to the Ccmbat Intelligence 
and Training Orotp, to parfcurm the functions listed in Tab E.

Brief Sumroary of 7/ar Department Participation in Psychological V/arfare 


1. In Y/orld War I, the Psychologic Subsection of M.I.2, Military 
Intelligence Division, was charged with the collection of information 
on enemy propaganda, formation of plans for the maintenance of American 
and Allied morale, civilian an.d military, and for the destruction of 
enemy morale. It was responsible for psychologic estimates and daily 
psychologic reports, from which were prepared studies of Gerroan propa- 
ganda operations and objectives. It was responsible also for the plan- 
ning of leaflet vrarfare, including dissemination by aircraft or trench 
patrols, 

2. Interest in psychological warfare vfas allowed to lapse in the 
period 1919-l?Ulj and no provision was made in the organization of the 
?far Department for ariay participation in psychological warfare activities, 

3. In June I 9 I 4 .I, the Special Studies Group vras organized by direc- 
tion of the Secretary of War luider Brigadier General Sherman lliles, then 
acting AC of S, G-2, The group v/a^ headed by Lt, Col, Percy G. Black, 

F, A. , Its mission Tiras to provide' a psychological analysis of siemy 
nations, neutrals, and our ov/n people, to promote projects in domestic 
and foreign psychology accurately timed to the objectives of war plans, 
and to act as Vfer Department spokesman on questions of psychology in 
order to coordinate the activities of other government or individual 
groups engaged in active propaganda work to the national military ob- 
jective, In March 19ll2, just prior to the reorganization of G-2, the 
extreme secrecy concerning the activities of this group was lifted to 
the extent of renaming it the Psychological Warfare Branch, G-2, 

I 4 ., Also in March 19h2, under directive of tb.e Joint Chiefs of Staff 
(JCS 12), the Joint Psychological Warfare Committee vjas created for the 
purpose of planning psychological warfare in combat theaters and enemy- 
controlled areas. The JPJC was to initiate, formulate, and develop 
plans for psychological warfare, to act as coordinating agency, and to 
integrate psychological '»varfare vdth military strategy, 

5 , In December 19U2, ^JCS 155%» divided the responsibility for 
Psychological Warfare and propaganda as follows; OSS was responsible 
for planning, development, coordination and execution of the military 
program of psychological Warfare and for the compilation of such infor- 
mation as might be required for roilitary operations 5 Overt propaganda 

was to be executed by Ov-/!, and economic 'warfare by BEW, Theater commanders 
were to control psychological warfare in their areas, and the functions 
of OSS were restricted to those in support of military operations. The 
Psychological Warfare Branch was therefore abolished (MIS Memo li^T, 31 Dec 

1910 ;). 

6, In March 1943j Colonel H, D, Kehm of Operations Division, WDGS, 
was appointed to act as liaison ofxlcer betvreen JCS on the one hand and 
001 and GIAA on the other. His duties were; 


(a) To sit as member of the Overseas Planning Group 
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(b) To jnaintain contact with all planning agencies of the 
JCS eaid to furnish the 0*71 mth details of JCS plans, consistent rath 
securitj, in order to insure correlation between military and propa- 
ganda plans. 

(c) To transmit requests from the JCS to the CvH relative to 
propaganda activities desired for the purpose of furthering military 
operations . 

(d) To presait to the JCS all basic and special propaganda plans 
which require their approval. 

7. Since this arrangement did not prove satis fhctory, in August 
19k3 the Deputy Chief of Staff directed that the Operations Division and 
G-2 jointly submit recommendations on the question of a ¥ar Department 
agency for psychological warfare. In compliance with this directive a 
report was rendered in which the recommendation Viras made that a V7ar 
Department agency be established, preferably under the AC of 3, G-2, 
vdth the function of effecting the requisite coordination and control 
of propaganda, and that the chief of this section be appointed as JCS 
liaison officer -with 0vTI and CIAA. 

8. Accordingly, by direction of the Deputy Chief of Staff, a 
Propaganda Branch was established in the Military Intelligence Division 
under direct control of the AC of 3, G-2, (MID Memorandum No. 78,

TO: lieutenant General J. S. Hull, 

Operations Division, War Department 

1. As a result of inquiries I have made in the War Depart- 
ment and other agencies in Washington since I returned from over- 
seas, I am unable to determine whether or not any over-all study 
is being laade of our psychological ’Warfare (R7B) activities in 
World War II* I consider it important that such studies be made 
now before personnel experienced in RIB matters are so widely 
scattered as to be no longer available for such a task and before 
the many lessons learned (and vjhich may or may not be included in 
Theater reports) fade from the memories of the personnel who 
participated in recent PW3 operations. 

2. At the beginning of the iirav oiir laiowledge of Psj'chological 
Warfare was limited to that obtained y/iiile observing at a distance 
the extremely successful employment of this new weapon by the 
Gerjnans in the early phases of the v/ar., Hovrever, we Imew little 

if anything about the techniques or organization required to 
fit it into the operations of ourcfm armed forces. Initially 
vre leaned heavily on the British, vdio were still gropiLng for the 
proper set-up, but generally we learned by bitter experience. ¥e 
soon realized that PWB was a useful and valuable weapon of war- 
fare when properly employed but an e:ctremely harmful one if not 
used in accordance Tdth principles which were as clear 1;;^ defined 
as those applicable to the employment of other recognized weapons 
of warfare. 

3. To avoid a repetition of the mistalces we made in 
World War II and to take full advantage of the experiaice gained 
in that virar, I recomend that a comprehensive st^idy be made of 
this subject at an early date with a viev/ of; 

a. Analysing all available P¥B material of World War II, 
including particula,rly the R^ilB reports from the various theaters 

of operations, to establish sound PWB principles, techniques, organi- 
zation, equipment and procedures for future emplojanent of this weapon. 

b. Establisliing short courses in our staff schools to 
provide future commanders and staff officers mth a general under- 
standing and appreciation of this new weapon of warfare.

basis of press aotlirities on the Continent. 

The leaflet Section undertook to coordinate the separate British (PIO) and 
Amorloan (CMI) leaflet operations, and a joint PID/CWI print in^:»prod\ietien 
directorate was set in order to make the moat effeotire use of these ^oili» 
ties in the United Kingdom. 

As has been noted previously, the "Voice of SHABP" brmdoaete bogan on BBC 
and ASS IE be for# Bh.Bay« These vere to eontinue ^roughotrt the life of SMEF and 
represented the radio aspect of the relatively ei^plo basic pattern that all 
iVfD activities atSiMted in the Western European oporation. PWB* as the artioula- 
tion of the Supreme Coamander to the people of enes^ and eneB^<-oeoupisd eountriet, 
utilised all its available mdia f«r the simple purpose ef telling the various 
auditaoes srhat the Bvfrscts Cenmnder wished them to do, why th^ should do it, 
and what they might expect if they earried out the Supreme Commander *e wishes. 
Thus, although FWB/sSAIP did net by any means perform all psyehologloal warfare 
uperations la Weetera lurope, Ite direetive control waa euffiolent to permit it 
to coordinate the efforts of the agenoies and Individuale which contributed toward 
the tolal psychological warfare isq!>aot and to eoordlnate tlwse efforts along the 
simple line of the Suprwse Ccammrader 's epeeifio expressed wishes. PWB/SHAIF 
was the ehannel that extended back to the political poliey«aaklng agencies in 
London and Washington snd forward to the eactreae front lines where Peyahologieal 
Warfare Teaau were in immediate eontaot with the enwy.

"The need for an Array Air Forces Psychological Warfare Service is 
questioned. The Y/ar Department resisted for many months the establisliment 
of a Psychological Y/arfare Section in G-2 and finally acceded to the pro- 
posal in order to provide one point of contact in the '.Yar Department with 
the Office of War Information and other agencies that have primary interest 
in this field. The principal Justification for the establishiaent of such 
a section 7fas to eliminate the confusion that had existed by dealing ivith 
many different agencies in the War Department," 

"In the set up of a Psychological F/arfare Section in G-2, it was 
contemplated that an air officer would be detailed as a Deputy Chief of the 
section. It is not believed that an Array Air Forces Psychological Warfare 
Ser’s/ice is needed or is desirable."
